Then- is seanvly any land free from 
the wire worms, or any crop that is not 
subjii't to their voracity. They occur 
wherever grass will grow, tadug partic- 
ularly harlairtil among clover naits, and 
arc always prevalent in meadow and 
pa-ture lands, sn'iuing to thrive la-st in 
the vicinity of -wmup- and w.sals. 
Youngoats, wheat, rye and barley much 
from la-ing partially or entirely cut off' 
la'low thesurfacc. CahUkges and many 
root cro|is are also injured ; t urn i p-. per- 
haps, more than any other, as they are 
cut <»tT when young, and have the naits 
Itailly eaten into w hen larger. In gar- 
dens they are very destructive. It a|i- 
|H*ars that Indian' corn is the great<>st 
sufferer, espeeially when it is the first 
crop planted in new land, or when the 
season is cold, wet and late. I'pward 
of thirty have been planted in a single 
hill, and nearly the w hole ol the seed 
planted Is sometimes destroyed. 

One of the most successful remedies 
on a large scale is a mixture consisting 
of two parts of quick lime, three parts 
of -not. and one part of course or refuse 
stilt. This is used as a top dressing, 
la-ing applini Immediately after com- 
pounding, aud should be well rolled in. 
It has tbe advantage of hcing perfect lv 
hariuless to the crop*. Indeed, it is a 
1 1 i.e.! excellent and powerful fertilizer,, 
as well as a destroyer of all kinds of in- 
sects and many weeds. Refuse from 
gas works, nitrate of wain, ra|a.' cake 
and chloride of lime, mixed and spread 
with manure, are highly recommended, 
and the sowing of soda ash or guano 
broadcast when planting. A previous
